The male may be known by 
his narrow, rather tapering tail, aud 
also from the condition of the two up- 
permost fins which compose it. These 
in his case are hiivd and stiff, while 
those of the .hen are soft, and the tail 
fan in much broader. 


The heaviest crabs are the best, aud 


those of a medium size sweetest. If 
light, they are watery. When in perfect 
condition, the joints of the logs are stiff, 
and the body has an agreeable smell. 
The eyes, too, should look bright aud 
firmly set.

MUD BATHS. 


How the Musliliku Mixture Is Prepared 


J<~or Mit! I'ntiimtx. 


"The hot springs of Now Mexico," 


;<vys a gentleman from Las Vegas, "arc 
in tho Santa l(1o railroad, .six miles from 
Las Vegas, nud thny aro situated in n 
basin about 30 acres in extent, sur- 
rounded on all sides by liills rising to a 
height of from 800 to 400 feet, shielding 
the plane from wind and sand storms. 
Tho mud uatlis which aro famous for 
their curative effects tire only to be had 
in two places iu the world—-here and at 
Carlsbad, Germany—ami it has been 
shown that thu mud found at the lion 
springs of New Mexico and which i.s 
used in giving the baths i.s of the same 
chemical composition as that of Carls- 
bad. 
It is very interesting to note tho 


formation of this mud or peat. It i.s 
formed by the vegetation which has 
been washed down from the hills prob- 
ably a century ago, and which, settling 
among the rocks, haa become decomposed 
ami formed into a substance which is 
practically carbon impregnated with 
salts, magnesia, soda, lilhia and various 
other ingredients. 


"This peat is gathered from tho rocks, 


dried and put through a fine sieve in or- 
der to remove tho silicates, aud after 
this treatment it is as .soft as flour. 
It 


is then taken to the mixing room, whore 
it i.s pur in largo tubs and the water 
from rlio hof springs mixed with it un- 
til it i.s of about the consistency of mush. 
Tho mud is now ready for use, and it is 
taken into the bathing room, where tho 
patient is placed in a tub and covered, 
with tho exception of tho head, and al- 
lowed to remain in thoruudfov from 10 
to yr> minute.s. Ttio application of the 
niiul has an effect similar to a mild 
poultice und draws tho impurities from 
the body through the pore.s of the skin. 
The patient is then removed from thu 
hath, placed upon a slab aud submitted 
to a vigorous rubbing, the chemical 
composition of the mml being such that 
it. can be rubbed from tho body with a 
dry rowel, leaving the. flesh in a clean 
condition. A great, many people conio 
to this plnee to take the mud bath treat- 
ment, and some marvelous euros are 
effected. In on« instance I remember tn 
have seen a man who was all drawn tip 
with rheumatism, and after two weeks 
of this treatment ho had been relieved. 
Tin1 treatment, is especially beneficial to 
persons afflicted with neuralgia, rheu- 
matism and skin diseases),"—Denver 
Republican. 


During the 
55n)u war Dr. George 


Stoker, who served during thecampaign 
as an army surgeon, had an opportunity 
of observing the method in which tho 
natives treated their wounded comrades. 
Ho noticed that they carried them to tho 
highest point attainable, aud there ex- 
posed the wounds to the purest air ;uid 
the notion of puro water. This simple 
remedy was swift and sure, tho worst 
cases yielding rapidly under its influ- 
ence, doubtless tbu healthy state of tho 
blood und the abstemious lives led by 
the natives having a good deal to do 
with tho matter. Dr. Stoker was led to 
believe that the oxygen euro might bo 
applied to ulcers, burns aud wounds of 
a similar nature, and on his return to 
this country ho mudo several experi- 
ments on such cases, uiicl the moro ho 
H:IW of it the firmer was his belief in his 
discovery. Bacteria consist of two kinds

Before the dis- 
covery of antiseptic surgery tho risk 
which was run wherever a raw surface 
was exposed to the air was enormous, 
but with the introduction of antiseptics 
into the treatment the danger was re- 
duced to a miuiuium.v lodoform has al- 
ways been the special medium -for use 
in the oaso of ulcers, and it is not a 
pleasant one, but it tended to bold the 
bacteria at bay. 
Now, however, it has 


been noticed that in cases whore oxygen 
has been applied aud whore the wound 
is healing tho progress was marked by 
tho presence of common organ isms and 
that if a relapse occurred the bacteria 
disappeared, so that OIK; is led to the 
conclusion that a certaiu number of 
these Ijving organisms are necessary in 
the formation of new and healthy flesh. 


It was decided to outer upon a wider 


field of operations and test this experi- 
ment further — for it must be borne in 
mind th;vt as yet it is only an experi- 
ment — and accordingly a committee of 
ladies and gentlemen, under the presi- 
dency of Baroness Burdutt-Coutts, un- 
dertook to establish u hospital at 35 St. 
George's square, S. W. The hospital is 
small, but if funds were forthcoming a 
larger bouse could bo secured. The oxy- 
gen used is said to bo first generated in 
an iron funnel, and thence it is pumped 
into india rubber bags, according to the 
strength required. The part affected is 
then inclosed iu a wooden box with u 
glass lid aud cased round with oilskin. 
A tube communicates with tho box and 
the bag, and in this way the oxygen is 
introduced into tho box. Other appa- 
ratuses aro contrived for the back, bead 
and othor parts of tlm body. Tho first 
effect is thu cessation of pain, aud tho 
healing properties are quickly discerned. 
One case of au ulcer of 40 years' stand- 
ing bad yielded to the treatment iu 
three weeks, another of 18 years in an 
equally short time, and many others 
bad a similar tale to tell. Not one of 
the letist of the virtues of the oxygen is 
its deodorizing power. It lias also been 
tried on eases of baldness, with the re- 
sult that the hair grew rapidly and in u 
short time was in a normal condition. 
To what length the curative properties 
of oxygen nu\y bo carried remains to be 
proved, but it has at least one advan- 
tage, that of extreme economy, for, be- 
yond the co:;t of the oxygen, which, it 
is said, comes to about 2,'.iJ pence for 24 
hours, there is no expense for dressings 
or medicines.

Working Girls' Clubs. 


There is a federation comprising 23 


working girls' clubs of Boston and vi- 
cinity. Tho work of ono of theso clubs, 
thn Shnwinnt, was described by Miss 
Edith AI. Howe at a recent meeting of 
tho good citizenship class: 


For tho past year tho club has inter- 


ested itself especially in the outside lives 
of tho working women. 


An investigation of tho moral condi- 


tions in which they are placed has been 
carried on. 
Factory girls havo been 


most ready to report, and their reports 
have iii general been mnch more, favor- 
able than those of girls employed in 
.stores, but oven hero girls of innate 
purity of character and motive are safe, 
with a few exceptions. Only one or two 
employers were found in Boston who 
subjected girls to extraordinary tempta- 
tions, and ngainac theso men working 
girls were warned. 


Some of tho girls rather resented this 


sort of investigation ixnd asked why the 
club workers did not do something prac- 
tical, such as taking measures for the 
bettering of wages and the obtaining of 
shorter lioiu-H. In consequence the sub- 
ject of early closing was agitated, and 
an organization WH.» formed among the 
women, similar ro tSitt beneficial associ- 
ation of younj; men clerks, witiia mem 
bevsnip of over 10(1.

It has nfron been noted that women 


»tf. more honorable in money mat tort; 
than mi'ii, and that it is far loss rare to 
have a small loan paid back by a woman 
than by a num. 
This fact, again, ap-

trustee theory of woman's attitude to- 
ward money. Women aru not. houester 
in other things than men, but the notion 
of money being ;i trust overrides and 
domiiKitcN other considerations. 
The 


inun who borrows is very apt to forget 
all ;tb<nit the matter. 
The woman who 


borrows froi.s that 
:» double trust runs 


with tiie money, and she cannot rest 
till she has repaid if. 
No doubt there 


arc hern also many exceptions, because 
there are many bad women, but at least 
it is safe to say that women are far less 
careles? about money matters than 111011, 
and therefore less likely to commit the 
small acts of pecuniary riishonorableness 
which come from negligence. Take it ss 
a whole, women are more careful about 
moTiry matters Than nu-n and attach 
more importance to money; ht^nce it 
happens that they never make great for- 
tunes, seldom KO bankrupt, and general- 
ly are rather more scrupulous than men 
in small pecuniary transactions.—Lou- 
lion Sritrtatnr.

The Careless Advertiser 


S at a. great disadvantage, as the very corner stone of bus- 


iness is carefulness of investment. The careless advertiser 


takes advice too easily and permits too much to depend upon chance. 


He is at the mercy of the "circulation liars" who never make def- 


inite statements nor attempt to prove them. It is the careless adver- 
tiser, beyond all others, who keep alive the ufakes " He does not dis- 
criminate as to the character of men to be believed, or the stories they 
may tell. And as there are more illegitimate advertising "schemes" 
than there are legitimate advertising ctannels, he pays out more 
money for poor than for good service. After the careless advertiser 
has been imposed upon, he frequently wreaks vengeance upon the 
legitimate medium and drives off the agent who represents the latter. 
This separates him further from those interested in his welfare, and 
makes him an easier victim again for smooth-tongued schemers who 
never face a customer but once. 


A legitimate advertising agent always wants his patron to make 


money on his investment and will exert himself to see that he does. 
Such agents work for reputable mediums. They should be especially 
encouraged by the careless advertiser. 


The Careful Advertiser. 


AY be successful, but his possibilities are limited because he 


• wants to do everything himself, and he frequently wants to see 


the cash box coming down on the wire before he orders the advertis- 
ing. This is the care that kills. It would kill a cat; and the fickle 
jade, Fortune, begins flirting with some bolder wooer who will take 
counsel of experts about advertising. The careful advertiser not only 
jeopardizes his success by refusing to accept valuable counsel, but by 
devoting his time to a department which lies outside of the ordinary 
channel of business, and for which he may be entirely unqualified, 
while he is neglecting the things he is specially competent to do and 
which needs his closest attention. ' It is worth money to the careful 
advertiser to assure himself that he can make more money doing those 
things which he understands, than he can doing those things which 
he does not understand, namely, advertising. 


The apparent cost frequently deters the careful advertiser. 
Yet 


advertising is like other investments, the larger investor makes more 
money than the small one. The secret of profitable newspaper adver- 
tising is in the use of the right matter displayed in the right way, in- 
serted in the right newspaper, at the right time, and at the right price. 


The Liberal Advertiser. 


W 


ILL succeed if he only directs his liberality in right channels and 
pushes that branch of his business with the same energy he does 


the rest of it. But if he indiscriminately spends his cash on every 
scheme, fake and fraud presented, he may be a very Jong way from 
success. A fortune may be spent in advertising without satisfactory 
results. 
Many a one has been so dissipated. If advertising be done 


for accommodation, for charity, for friendship, for lack of courage to 
say uno" or for personal popularity, it will be fruitless. 
To advertise 


for business popularity is very different from advertising for personal 
popularity. The former makes customers of the masses; the latter 
customers of a class. The only excuse for spending money in adver- 
tising is to gain trade. It is a pure cold business proposition. 
Some 


people prefer personal popularity to trade; they need the constant ad- 
vice of one who regards advertising as the simplest of business pro- 
positions. Business run to suit the caprices of others will not suc- 
ceed. It must be run on principle, and advertising for trade must be 
run likewise. Those who advertise best, not most, succeed. The lib- 
eral advertiser ought to succeed"and he will if he expends his money 
judiciously.

The man replied that he did not. like 


to abandon his home, as he had nowhere 
else to go, and that he did notanticipatc 
any danger. 


Again I did nof. care to differ with 


him, and I merely uttered some com- 
pliments about the pretty little girl and 
her beautiful yellow hair, which caused 
the mother's face to flush with pride. 


I warned them to keep the child out 


of danger, as flying bullets might be 
numerous in that vicinity before long, 
and the father repeated that there was 
nothing to fear.

As there are about tho sumo imuibor 


of womeu in this country UB man, it 
will bo seen that tho proportion of tho 
former at work at gainful occupations 
is smaller than is popularly supposed, 
only one in livo being engaged lit any 
work from which she derives a revenue, 
either in tbo form of wagua and salary 
or profit in business. 
This does not

womeu are idle, for they probably work 
as hurd as tho men, bnt that tho labor 
they do produces nothing in a financial 
way. 
Thoy are the housekeepers of tho 


country, doing the sewing, cooking, 
nursing and other domestic service for 
most of tho families. Tho prevalent be- 
lief that a majority of tho womeu are 
typewriting, clerking or filliug other 
positions from which they have crowded 
out the men is founded on error. 
The 


great majority of them are still at home 
attending to their household duties, and 
only a very small proportion are out in 
the world struggling with the other sox 
for a living.—New Orleans Timcs-Dom- 
ocrat.
